Tbe Indians on 'the Plains. 


Mr. Samuel Bowles, of the Springfield 


Republican, now traveling over the West- 
tern plains, furnishes the following in 
reference to the Indians and their late op- 
erations along the rontes-of travel there: 


" The necessity of keeping up steady 


mail and travel communication through 
this region, and of protecting the immense 
traffic in provisions, goods aad machinery 
now in progress between the East and the 
fur West, enforces upon the Government 
the duty of placing a strong military force 
along the various leading roads, and then 
of sending out troops enough to drive the 
Indians to the far North and South, and 
keeping them there, or else of wholly ex- 
terminating them. General Conner, who 
now commands the whole overland line, as 
well as including the Territories of Xe- 
braska, Colorado, Utah and Decotah, is 
just the man to lead in this, now the most 
important work for our military depart- 
ment. But he has, as yet only 3,000 cav- 
alry and 2,000 infantry for his .whole work. 
These are scattered in small numbers all 
over his district, and especially along the 
roads, and they are in all inadequate to 
the duty of guarding the travel and traffic, 
and preventing raids by small aad roving 
bauds of Indians; so that nothing can'now 
be done in the field against their main 
bodies. The Secretary of War telegraphs 
to-day that two more regiments of cavalry 
are on the 
way - hither, 
and 
with 


two more regiments, also, of infantry, the 
early fall will see all anxiety for the safety 
of the commerce of the Plains removed. 
Just now the Indians seem to be on the 
war path in various quarters ; we hear of 
small raids and robberies along the whole 
route, and at various points that were sup- 
posed abundantly guarded. But General 
Sully, who commands in the Northwest, 
telegraphs on the othor hand that about 
15,0'JO Indians, men, women and children, 
have sent word that they are coming in at 
Fort Riley to give themselves up to the 
protection and guidance of the Govern- 
ment. The probability is, from all ac- 
counts, that all the outrages of the last 
week have been committed by roving bands, 
small in numbers, and very likely from 
tribes who are at professed peace with tho 
whites, and receiving support, indeed, 
from the Government. General Conner is 
examining into this matter, and will call 
all offenders to account and justice. His 
present two regiments of infantry are made 
up of old rebel soldiers re enlisted' in the 
United States service : hut they prove ex- 
cellent soldiers. We passed one of these 
regiments yesterday, on the road, it having 
just been sent into the district. They were 
all young but hardy looking, and the 
Colonel, who is of course from the old 
Federal army, testified heartily to their 
subordination and sympathy with their new 
service. They are known in the army as 
"whitewashed rebels," or as they call 
themselves "galvanized Yankees."

him and his party from the wharf, Gener- 
al Grant now was driven to Cozzcn's Ho- 
tel. It was known he was coming there. 
It was known that the object of his com- 
ing was to pay his respects to Lieutenant 
General Scott. The old and ever memora- 
ble hero of Lundy's Lane and Mexico had 
been apprised of his corning. The oldest 
General of the United States was to meet 
the ablest General of the United States— 
a comparison between the two, it will be 
remembered, put in writing by General 
Scott himself on the fly-leaf of a copy of 


autobiography presented to General 
hi 
Grant. For the purpose ot this interview 
General Scott put on his uniform coat and 
stood on the porch waiting—his figure as 
tall, as erect, almost, as in his manhood's 
prime, when he led armies to bloody bat- 
tle and victory. The carriages drew up, 
and the party alighted. 
" God bless you ! God bless you and pre- 


serve you!" said General Scott, taking 
General Grant by the hand. 
" Thank you. I am glad to see you, and 


to know that your are so well," responded 
General Grant. 
" I am thankful you have passed through 


BO many perils safe, and that you have 
brought the country out of its great peril," 
continued the venerable Lieutenant Gen- 
eral. 


" Thank you," again responded General 


Grant. 


The crowd on the portico, which began 


cheering on the first appearance of the car- 
riage, stopped for a moment, as the two 
Generals greeted each other, and then re- 
sumed their cheers of welcome, rendering 
inaudible the rest of .their conversation. 
General Grant introduced Mrs. Grant, the 
other ladies of his party and .the members 
of his staff with him, to General Scott, who 
had a pleasant word to say to each. With 
all .his infirmities of age the courtly and 
gallant graces of the soldier chieftain are 
his stili. I was particularly impressed 
with this at his subsequent introductions 
of General Grant and party to his own 
lady acquaintances, and 
the number 


seemed unending who were present.

In 1814 she re- 
moved to Hartford, and opened a select 
school. In 1S15 her first volume appear- 
ed, under the title of " Moral Pieces in 
Prose and Verse," the character of which 
is explained by tho title. The publication 
of this volume led to engagements as con- 
tributor on several periodicals. 


In 1819, Miss Huntley married Mr. 


Charles Sigourney. n thoroughly edu- 
cated and 
accomplished merchant of 


Hartford. In 1840, she visited Europe, 
and recorded her impressions in two vol- 
umes of Pleasant Memories of Pleasant 
Lands, issued in 1842. Among the to- 
kens of appreciation received on her 
for- 


eign tour, was a splendid diamond brace- 
let, from the Queen of the French. 
In 


1859, her only son died at the age of nine- 
teen, leaving her but one child, a daugh- 
ter. 
The bereavement gave occasion to a 


touching memento, TJie Faded Hope. 


Mrs. Sigourney has been one of the 


most voluminous of American female wri- 
ters, having published from forty to fif- 
ty different volumes. 
So familiar are 


American readers — and English also — 
with her writings, that no description of 
their character ia necessary. Well ex- 
pressed thought, earnest feeling and deep 
sympathy with every sentitnemt of friend- 
ship or benevolence, are the leading char- 
acteristics of her poems, that have the 
merit of being easy and graceful without 
being meaningless.

You 
ate that, if the govermnnt of the Union 
lould ever assume any portion uf the se- 
eesion debt, it would not be on the ground 
f duty or right but us a means of facili- 
ating peace. 
I entirely agree with you that an act of 


ustice, recognizing and paying the eonfed- 
rate cotton debt, would tend greatly to fu- 
Jitate peace, but I feel convinced that 
le North will do so on higher grounds, 
vi.., a KSIISC uf justice towards neutral.-;. 
nd that, if necessary, they will parcel this

The Great Fire at Xaslivlllc, 


[From the Kiisliville Gazette, June 10.] 


About half past 1 o'clock yesterday, a 


tire broke out in tbe large government 
building on South Summer street, used as 
a general quartermaster's receiving house, 
and known as the Taylor Depot. 


The building entire is probably one of 


the largest depots of the kind in the coun- 
try. 
It was filled with quartermaster's 


stores, including a large quantity of com- 
bustible material. 
The fire spread rapid- 


ly, and very soon that portion of the build- 
ing from tbe alley to Demumbninc street 
WHS a sheet of flame, and so intense was 
tbe liftnt in that locality that it was Kiittb- 
ciiting to lie near the place. 
The flames, 


at an early hour, communicated to sever- 
ill bouses on the opposite side of the street. 


The fire broke out in the south end, and 


through the exertions of tbe firemen, the 
flumes were subdued at the separating line 
•although the other portion of the building 
was in imminent danger. 
The portion of 


tho building consumed contained, we un- 
ders-tninl, two years supply for eighty 
thousand men, and tho loss suat:iincd i's 
estimated at between $12,000/100 and 
$15,000,01(0. In tbe item of rope alone, 
the stock in store was valued at SI ,2;JO,000. 
We have no positive information as to how 
the fire originated. The whole matter is 
to be investigated by a court of inquiry. 


The engines consisted of the Eclipse, 


Hamilton, and Deluge, the steamers be- 
longing to the city, and the two Govern- 
ment steamers were promptly on hand, and 
firemen, one and all, performed their duty 
faithfully. 
The firemen, too, were ma- 


terially assisted by a number of our citi- 
zens, who in former times belonged to the 
fire brigade during the volunteer system. 


The tire was one of the largest we have 


had in Nashville for many y«ars.

from three to five cents less per pound; 
and, as these wools must come in such di- 
rect competition with the foreign wools, 
we think that it is of the highest impor- 
tance that growers should make their fleec- 
es as attractive as possible to consumers, 
so that they may take the preference. They 
should carefully remove all tags and have 
them tub icashed; they should use stuall 
twine, and only 
in 
sufficient 
quan- 


tity to keep 
the fleeces in 
shape. 


Wool thus put 
up handles 
much 


lighter than 
when it is more tightly 


wound, and will sell for a higher price. 
It is a very mistaken policy to try to sell 
either dirt or coarse twine for wool ; every 
farmer who tries in this way to save one 
dollar, in reality loses ten. 
Any pile of 


wool tieil up as it should be will sell lor 2 
(f/3 cents per pound more than one wound 
with twine .13 we often see it. 
Nor does 


this remark apply altogether to fanners; 
we have scon Western dealers systemati- 
cally winding fleeces already overcharged 
with string, in order to get GO cents per 
ponml for tarred rope yarn, which proba- 
bly imst them 10 or 15. 
Manufacturers 


are bueoming yearly more particular, and 
we usMire all who are inclined to put up 
their winil honestly, that tho old adage 
Ktill holds good. The great events of the 
year have roused the people to keener per- 
ceptions on all subjects; a feeling that 
things should be done better now, extends 
even to the minor details of trade."
